During the first decade of its existence, Rooftop In Performance presented musicals that were perfomed by students 
Grades 3 through 5 and written in the classroom under the supervision of parent volunteers. Elisa pioneered the 
writing process, and coordinated and directed all of these shows except for “What's Wrong, King Kong?” presented in 
1985 which she produced for director by Linda Ayres-Frederic. The series included: “Amazing Space, the Search for 
Rooftop School” 1986; “Danger on a Summer Cruise” 1987; “Abracadabra” 1988; *Trouble in the Forest” 1989; “1, 2, 
3 Let’s Invent” 1990; “Amazing Space: The Play Within a Play” 1991; “Little Detectives” 1992; “The Lightning 
Stone” 1993; “The Bus Fuss” 1994; and “Rooftop is a Feeling: A Ten Year Retrospective” 1995. 


School-wide plays came to an end in 1995 but Rooftop in Performance continued to evolve. In collaboration 
with choreographer Pam Wong, Elisa developed classroom programs which suited the needs of the growing school 
population. She encouraged teachers to produce with her, located and developed scripts and initiated movement and 
theater games presentations. Since 1995, over thirty separate plays or events have been mounted by individual classes 
at all grade levels from Kindergarten through Fifth under Elisa’s leadership.
